2. BEGIN TEXT: TRAVEL/SECURITY CONDITIONS IN VENEZUELA 
AND SPECIFICALLY AT THE SIMON BOLIVAR INTERNATIONAL 
AIRPORT AT MAIQUETIA ARE RETURNING TO NORMAL. HOWEVER, A 
12:00 MIDNIGHT TO 5:00 A.M. CURFEW IS STILL IN EFFECT 
AND CONSTITUTIONAL GUARANTEES REGARDING CERTAIN PERSONAL 
FREEDOMS (MOVEMENT, EXPRESSION, INVIOLABILITY, LIBERTY) 
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ARE SUSPENDED. U.S. CITIZENS SHOULD CONTINUE TO ADHERE 
STRICTLY TO THE CURFEW AND OBEY INSTRUCTIONS FROM 
UNIFORMED AUTHORITIES. UNITED AIRLINES CONTINUES TO 
OPERATE TWO DAILY DEPARTURES, ONE TO MIAMI AND THE OTHER
